Bones of Prehistoric 
Monster Found in 
Oakland Mole Silt 


Wag the marshland on which is 


now located the Oakland mole the 
feeding ground of a herd of prehis- 
toric mastodons? That h the tpies- 
tion which is puzzling the crew of 
the C.*P. Dredger No. 321, com- 
manded by Captain Ellison, which 
today dag up from the mud flats 
near the Southern Pacific freight 
slip, hones that appear to be those 
of some unknown species of animal 
of tremendous size. It was first 
thought that the pieces of vertebrae 
and ribs Here those of a whale, but 
when a leg b'one twenty inches in 
circumference and three f^et long 
was brought to the surface by the 
shovel of the-dredger, a new light 
was thrown upon the discovery. 


The bones were dug up from a 


depth of tea feet in the silt, the sur- 
face of which is about eight feet 
under water. The bones had been 
well preserved. The ribs and the 
leg bone indicate that the animal 
stood at least fourteen feet in height 
and weighed several tons. The ver- 
tebrae bones are 'arger than those 
of an elephant and somewhat smaller 
than those of a whale. 


An effort to locate the skull or 


other bones of the head that misht 
be intact somewhere in the depths 
of the mud is being made. 
The 


bones, as they were brought to the 
surface, indicate from their position 
in the mud that the animal died 
standing up, the supposition being 
that it eank in the mud and was 
unable to struggle out. 


Included in the bones of the huge 


skeleton are nine ribs, six yertebrae 
joints and two leg bones.

" » Salvation of the soul consists essentially in the attainment of a state of 
blessedness beyond the grave, and therefore comprises immunity from the 
penalties incident to condemnation._, Both salvation and condemnation In- 
volve graded conditions, or degrees, every soul receiving- according- to his 
just deserts, based on his works done in the flesh, be they good or evil. 


Our individual status in the hereafter, both during-" the period of dis- 


embodiment and in the resurrection from bodily death, will be determined 
b> the record of our earthly, life, which trill bs fully declared by what 
•we actually are. In the judgment of souis conflict of testimony or evidence 
will be impossible. Every tact bearing upon our condition of'worthiness 
or guilt, of cleanliness through righteousness or defilement through sin, 
Trill be known. 


To each of these asseriations the Holy Scriptures of both former and 
current time bear abundant and uneo^iivocal testimony. The same high 
aiid unimpeaiihable authority, eir.bodyingthe very words of Divine decree, 
Declares that only bv obedience to the laws and ordinances of the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ is salvation in the Kingdom of God possible unto man. 
- Consider the fundamental rite, which is baptism. The words of the 
Christ to the timid but- truth -seeking rabbi of Jerusalem are as free from 
ambiguity as language makes possible: "Verily. vcrUy, 1 say unto thce. 
Except a man be born of water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God." (John 3:51. 


This solemn affirmation- was made to Nicodemus at the time of jrreat | 


excitement and controversy in Judea and neighboring- provinces over the 
activities of John the Baptist, who was boldly preaching the necessity of 
baptism at his own hands as of one having particular authority, and who 
•was administering baptism by immersion to all repentant applicants. John 
further declared that the watery baptism in which he officiated would 
be followed by a higher endowment to be administered by a Mightier One 
than himself, and this he designated the baptism of fire and the Holy 
Ghost. Our Lord's declnratiojn to tho uninformed "master of Israel"* set 
the seal of an authority higher than John's on tne absolute necessity of 
baptism as conditioning man's attainment of salvation. 


The crucified and resurrected Christ left this parting command and 


commission with the Apostles: "Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptising them In tho name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost" (Matt 2S:19); and further declared: "He that beliereth and is 
baptized shall bo saved; but ho that belic-vcth not shall bo damned." 


To the Nephlte branch of the Israelltish stock on the American continent 


the Lord taught the same doctrine in language and style as simple as 
before: "And again I say nnto you. Ye must repent, and be baptized in
